carried out; and that judge, legisla­ 
tor and executive officer alike do 
their full part in thus carrying out 
the will of the people. No party 
which denies to the people the right 
to secure justice, as we progressives 
propose, when the courts interpret 
the constitution so as to enthrone 
justice, has the right to claim credit 
for sincerity iii any effort to work 
for social and industrial justice. The 
doctrine of the divine right of judges 
to rule the people is every whit as 
ignoble as the doctrines of the di­ 
vine right of kings. 
“ The constitution was created to 
secure justice and we refuse to al­ 
low it to be so perverted as to be­ 
come a barrier between the people 
and justice. Fifty years ago the ‘Con­ 
servatives’ championed a view of the 
constitution which perpetuated chat­ 
tel slavery for black men; the cor­ 
responding ’conservatives’ of today 
champion an interpretation of the 
constitution which 
perpetuates in­ 
dustrial slavery for white 
women 
and children. All progressives should 
support the proposed constitutional 
amendm ent recently 
introduced by 
Senator Bristow to secure to the peo­ 
ple of the United States proper con­ 
trol of their own government. 
The 
adoption of the Bristow amendments, 
including that providing for the pop­ 
ular election of United States sena­ 
tors will make it comparatively easy 
to secure the passage of desirable 
laws and to keep them in efficient 
shape upon the statute books. 
No Leader Has Claim 
“ In the m atter of leadership, both 
local and national, we may trust the 
j events of the year or two next fol- 
i lowing to develop the right m an arui 
i for every position the leader must be 
j chosen, not in the least with refer- 
j once to his own desires, but solely 
with regard to the needs of the peo­ 
ple, for the progressive party as the 
servant of the people. No man should 
come into this party with the idea j 
that he can establish a claim to it; 
he must be content with the oppor­ 
tunity it offers for service and for 
sacrifice.”

Enlisted 
men, although supplied 
with their uniforms and equipment, 
receive no pay for attending school, 
drill and range work. 
It Is to make recruiting more at­ 
tractive, to make attendance at drills 
better, to an end that the guard may 
be more proficient are some of the 
aims of the bills from the company 
stand point, but from a national point 
of view’ they are far greater. 
The bill provides that the presi­ 
dent may send the militia (guard) 
beyond the border 
of 
the United 
States in time of war, a power 
he I 
lacks at this time, meaning that if 
war was declared today the militia 
would have to be mustered out and 
those w’ho saw’ fit to go mustered In­ 
to the volunteer service the same as 
in 1898. 
It was generally supposed 
the Dick bill made this provision, 
but the attorney general ruled t h a t , 
portion was unconstitutional. 
The bill provides that no payment I 
shall be made to any person over 6 4 
I 
years of age, nor to any person who 
fails to qualify for military fitness; 
under such regulations as the secre- j 
tary of war may prescribe, thereby j 
insuring a reserve army that has the I 
proper physique. That the president, j 
with the consent of congress, in the 
time of w’ar or when war is imrai-j 
nent, or other grave emergencies, re­ 
quiring the use of troops in excess 
of the regular army beyond the lim- j 
its of the United States, may by or­ 
der transfer to the army of the Unit­ 
ed States any portion of the organ­ 
ized militia receiving or entitled to 
receive the benefits of the pay bill. 
Called by Units 
The act also provides that when 
the militia is called out it shall be 
called out by regiments, brigades or 
division as the quota of each state 
may require. 
Meaning that if a call 
similar to that of the Spanish 
war 
came the Wisconsin regiments would 
go out as a unit instead of one regi­ 
ment being brigaded with regiments 
from Kentucky and Indiana and oth­ 
ers with some other distant organi­ 
zation far less proficient than W is­ 
consin. 
The national guards today consist 
of 120,000 officers and men. 
Re­ 
cruited to war strength It would be 
200,000. 
Including the present ap­ 
propriation the men, including their 
pay could be maintained at a cost of 
$100 a year. 
The expense of main­ 
taining a regular army man Is $1,200 
a year. 
In other words twelve men 
can be trained for war while main­ 
taining their daily vocation in time 
of peace at the cost of one regular. 
The bill offers enough attraction to 
keep those 120,000 men at drill and 
the absentness of today will be lack­ 
ing. 
It provides for payment twice a 
year, meaning that a city with 
one 
company will have in the neighbor­ 
hood of $1,900 twice a year spent In 
its midst of national, 
not state, mo­ 
ney. 
It is not money derived from 
direct taxation. 
JM.I a Year 
The enlisted men are to receive 25 
per cent of the army pay, meaning 
that for attending forty-five drills a 
year a private will receive $45.00. 
For attending less than that number 
he is cut proportionately to the num­ 
ber of drills he misses. 
But if he 
fails to attend^ twenty drills he re­ 
ceives no pay. 
The expenses connected 
with the 
act is far less than the good accom­ 
plished. 
The standing army of 65,- 
000 men is scattered all over 
the 
United States, as well as in the Phil­ 
ippines, Honolulu, Alaska and Pan­ 
ama. 
It leaves the militia as the 
main fighting force and with the ex­ 
ception of a few states the militia of 
today is hardly fit for service. 
It is 
the necessary strength to preserve 
peace that is desired, but if a 
call 
comes.the officers desire their organ­ 
ization to bo proficient.
